Historically, Gettysburg marks the 


place where the tide of battle truly 
sffectcd the proclamation issued by 
that peerless man, Abraham Lincoln.

•Beauty is nature's coin; must not be 
warded, but must be current; and 
the good thereof consists in mutual 
and partaken bliss, unsavory in the 
•nioyment of itself." 


Through all school life the utmost 


pains should be taken to stimulate in 
svery child a love for the beautiful, 
to keep the sentiment pure and noble,

From figures just compiled it has 


been .brought to light that the citizens 
of the United States hold the unique 
record 
of 
administering 
30,000,000 


lickings every day. This does not 
mean, horn-ever, that 40,000,000 per- 
sons engage in daily personal en- 
counters, or ihat the parental slipper 
is brought into use thirty million 
times every twenty-four hours. The 
lickings are administered by the citi- 
zens of the country to nothing more 
bellicose than the humble postage 
stamp. 


Appropriately 
enough 
the estab 


lishment of this record comes on the 
seventieth anniversary of the intro- 
duction of postage stamps. 
Twenty 


years ago the average of stamps used 
daily was only about 10,000,000 so 
that within two decades their use has 
trebled until now the stamps used in 
a single day, laid end to end, would 
reach about 475 miles, half way from 
New York to Chicago, while the num- 
ber used in a year would stretch about 
175,000 miles, or seven times around 
the earth. Xo other nation comes any 
where near approaching this record. 
Incidentally it establishes Americans 
as the world's greatest letter writers 
with an average cf something over 
four epistles a week sent or received. 


Small and apparently inconseque- 


tal as the postage stamp is. its his- 
tory and development are full of in- 
terest. Although practically unchron- 
icled it has played an important part 
in the development of the country. 
Just seventy years ago. that is in 
1841, 
it began its career. Of course 


there had been stamps used in this 
country since pre-revolutionary days, 
but these were tax stamps and the 
like. Last year, just before arriving 
at an age of three score and ten, how- 
ever, no less than 11,369,353,679 post- 
age stamps of all kinds were issued 
with a total value of more than $200,- 
000,000. In the light of these figures, 
it is interesting to note that in the 
annual report of the postmaster gen- 
eral for 1S70 the sale of 554.000,000

FeW persons who purchase a one 


cent or two-cent stamp realize in how 
many ways and through how many 
channels'the penny or pennies will be 
, expended. Postal carriers transporta- 
tion companies, rural free deliveries, 
railway mall clerks—all these and a 
host of others who handle the 15,000,- 
000.000 pieces of mall annually receive 
each their mills or fractions of mills 
Roughly, speaking nearly eight mills 
of this penny—7.9 to be exact—go to 
pay the item of personal services, that 
is the salaries of postmasters, carri- 
ers, clerks and other persons and mis- 
cellaneous expenses including the cost 
of supplies, manufacture and similar 
items. The remaining two mills goes 
to the railroads for the transportation 
of the mails, the carriers in spite of 
the enormously important function 
which they perform in this connection 
receiving onefifth of the postage for 
the transportation of a letter over a 
haul which may extend from New 
York to San Francisco, and averages 
around 400 miles. 
Last year out of 


the 9229,OOv,uQ0 expended by the de- 
partment the carriers received less 
than $50,OOQ,0(M), a sum which they 
claim is leas than the cost of perform- 
ing this service. As a general thing 
such claims on the part of the rail- 
roads are received with skepticism, 
but in this case they seem to be borne 
out by the figures of the Postmaster 
General who recently stated as there 
suit of an investigation of the sub- 
ject that many of the roads are under- 
paid for the transportation of the 
mails and suggested the need of some 
fairer system of remuneration. Even 
though a change is made in the meth- 
od of paying the railroads the item of 
transportation will continue to be thei 
laest expensive tho».gh most import-! 
ant factor in the handling of the 
mails and will require the smallest 
part of the ten or twenty mills which 
Mr. Average Citizen pays for sending 
a postal card or letter.

The manufacture of the enormous 


quantity of stamps which is the chief 
source of revenue of the post office 
department is in itself a big job, es- 
pecially when it is remembered thai 
there are many different colors and 
denominations varying from the ordi- 
nary one and two-centers which con- 
stitute the bulk of those sold to the 
|5 stamps which are probably as un- 
familiar to the average person as one1 
thousand dollar bank notes. But in

At present our stamps are turned 


out in sheets twenty inches square 
containing 400 stamps and subse- 
quent! v subdivided into sheets ten 
inches square containing 100 f tamps 
each. They are made from a cheap 
stork of paper since a better grade 
would not take the gum which is an 
essential feature to the thirty million 
lickings a day. But enormous as the 
use of stamps has become It is ap- 
parently still in the infant industry. 
class. With the postage stamp itself 
just seventy years old the number in 
circulation probably exceeds the wild- 
est dreams of Rowland Hill, its origi- 
nator, many thousandfold. But if the 
present rate of growth continues the 
figures for the future assume such 
proportions as to be almost incompre 
hensible. In the 40 years since 1870 
the number of stamps used annually 
has increased 2.000 per cent, and since 
1900 
it has doubled. At the former 


rate by 1950 we shall be using some- 
thing like 600.000.000 stamps a day. 
or 22x000.000.000 a year, while at the 
latter rate of increase our stamp con- 
sumption in 1920 will be 60.000.000 a 
day, or 22,720.000.000 a year, in 1930 
doubling again to 120.000.000 daily 
and 
45.UOO.OOO.OOO annually, in 1940. 


240.000.000 daily and 
90.000,000.000 


j annually, while 1950 will show 480,- 
000,000 "every day and 180,000,000.000 
for the year. Even at the latter fig- 
ure a serious economic factor will be 
the time required to affix stamps to 
envelopes a little more than a gener 
ation from now, since even at the rate 
of one a second the task will consume 
1,333.333 hours or 5.555 Individual 
working days of 24 hours each day. 
Figuaring this time at two dollars a 
day this would mean $4,000,000 a year 
expended in the pursuit of administer- 
ing Hckings to the inconspicuous but 
highly usefal postage stamp. 


The Call ot the Country. 


We have heard much in recent 


years about the danger of withdraw- 
ing our people from the country and 
concentrating them in our cities. Can 
we reverse or even arrest that ten- 
dency by subtracting from the profits 
of the farm and adding to the com- 
forts of the city? No, sir, if you ex- 
pect intelligent and worthy men to 
answer your call of "back to ihe farm" 
you must make farm life more attrac- 
tive, and you must help the farmers 
to improve their homes and beautify 
their surroundings.

bring us close t<Ptne great, throbbing 
heart of nature. There I would be 
glad to spend my days, and "far from 
the maddning crowd's ignoble, strife," 
pursue those studies which elevate 
the mind and purify the ambition.

Bishop McSherry's Vacarate. 


Bishop MacSherry of South Africa. 


has been visiting relatives at Littles- 
town, Gettysburg and other places, 
and recently described his vicorate as 
follows: " 


"My vicarate apostolic extends from 


Port Elizabeth on the Indian Ocean, 
where I reside, to the Orange River. 
The population is a mixed one, who 
form more than one-half of the white 
people of that country, English, Irish 
and Scotch settlers, with a small num- 
ber of Syrians, Italians and Portugese. 
The non-Europeans, about 750,000 in 
number, include Kaffirs, Hottentots. 
Malays, and Chinese. There are abou* 
10,000 white Catholics in the vicarate, 
mostly Irish by birth or descent, and 
about 3,000 negroes and Hottentots, 
who were converted by the mission- 
aries. The secular clergy of the vi- 
carate number about 30, and the mis 
slonaries, mostly ot the Society of 
Jesus and Christian Missionaries, of 
Mariannhill, about 20."

Joseph Shelter of York, brother of 


Hon.

in 1721. It had been the property of 
their grandfather, Eld. Isaac Latchaw 
who was born in 1764 and died In 
1833 and is buried at the Mummert 
Meeting House. At the time of his 
death Rev. Latchaw was elder of the 
Church of the Brethren when the two 
congregations, Upper and Lower Con- 
ewago were one. He then resided on 
the farm now owned by Dr. Robert N. 
Meisenhelder and tenanted by Abram 
Altland, near East Berlin. During his 
ministry two annual meetings of the 
Church were held on the farm, one in 
1814 and one in 1824. The mother of 
the Shaffer boys was also born on this 
farm in JSOJ). Mr, Sheffer also has 
their father's Testament dated 1S21, 
which he used at school.

Safe Hunting Roles. 


Ever since the hunting season liaa 


opened the newspapers have contained 
many accounts of aeiious gunning ac- 
cidents, which for the most part, 
could have been avoided by observing 
well known precautionary measures 
in the use of firearms. Prof. H. A. 
Surface State Economic Zoologist, of- 
fers certain "Safe Rules" to be follow- 
ed while bunting. .It will be observed 
tbat almost e\ery recorded accident is 
due to ignoring oue or more of these 
rules: 


1. Always keep the «uu pointed 


from yourself aud other persons. 


2 Carry a «juu with the end point- 


ed either upward, toward tbe say, or 
downward,toward the ground. Never 
ftweep tbe homou witb. it. If acci- 
dentally discharged wbile m the for- 
mer position no harm is likely to re- 
sult, but if discharged while held hori- 
zontally it may result seriously. 


3. lu getting over logs or fences al- 


ways see tnal the gun is first put over 
and in a solid position where it will 
uot fall 
Then go to another place to 


cliuibover, and pickup toe weapon 
with tbe end pointing wbere it should 
be 


4 
Never pull or draw a gun toward 


yourself by the muzzle, especially in 
wagons, boats, over fences, iogs, etc. 


5. Do uot load the RUU uutil after 


leaving tbe bouse, aud draw tbe loads 
(or remove the caps, if a muzzle load- 
er, and watch tbat no percussion is 
left on the tube) as soon as leaving the 
hunting grounds. 


6. Never keep a loaded gun around 


tbe house or tent, and do not leave a 
loaded weapon where it may be knock- 
ed down by dogs or children.

cepting when alert for the. game to

ally true ot children 
Now we know 


that every substance that enters the 
bodv through the alimentary canal 
must first pass through the mouth. 
Now if the tood is loaded with poisons, 
as alwajs must be the case when the 
teeth are not properly cared for, dis- 
ease is almost certain to follow sooner 
01 later. And some of the most dan- 
jteious diseases of childhood, such as 
scarlet fever and measles, can some- 
times be traced directly to the faulty 
foi iiiation or decayed condition ot the 
child's teeth. 
Even apart from the 


great pain which a child may suffer 
fiom decaying teeth, and apart from 
the inconvenience caused the parents 
the general health of the child will be 
promoted by keeping these organs in 
such a condition that mastication can 
1>e performed without pain. Otherwise 
the child will soon learn to avoid that 
which is inconvenient or painful, and 
by swallowing its food without proper 
mastication will entail upon itself all 
the evils of indigestion. It is of the 
utmost impoilance therefore, in. fact 
a matter of vital importance for the 
child's general health, that his teeth 
lereive the proper care and attention 
from the start. 


In the second place, it must be re- 


membered 'that the teeth of children 
differ from those of grown-ups. They 
are different in number, size, and text 
ure. We dentists speak of the clil 
dren's teeth as the temporary teeth, 
to distinguish them from the perma- 
nent teeth or those of adults. 
The 


temporary teeth begin to appear at the 
sixth month and the set is usually full 
by the eighteenth month. These teeth 
remain in the mouth until the seventh 
year of the child's life, some of them 
as long as the twelfth year. Now 
many people think that because the 
temporary teeth are eventually to be 
replaced by others, they need no spe- 
cial atention. And some have the 
idea that if these 'teeth are too well 
cared for and are allowed to remain 
In the month too long, they will inter- 
fere with the proper development of 
their Birapiprg; the permanent teeth. 
This Ts 1 great mistake. The tempo

It ran net be too strongly emphasiz- 


ed that the child's teeth should be 
made the object of especial care so far 
a- cleanliness Is concerned 
This care 
ror the proper cleaning of the baby's 
and the child's month must of course 
be the especial duty of the mother. 
While the child is yet an Infant the 
mother should make it a part of the 
daily care of the child to secure the 
habitual cleanliness of the teeth. The 
teetli are thus gven a chance for prop- 
er development and at the same time

For, when once 
accustomed to the habit of cleansing 
the teeth regularly, the child when old 
enough to use the brush himself, will 
mid it imiiosslble to feel comfortable 
after a meal until the teeth have been 
cleansed as carefully as the face and 
hands.

that these four members of the per-

••hape of the jaw. Many an adult has 
lesrettet1 most deeply the absence of 
these teeth. He has lost them In his 
childhood, whereas a little enlighten- 
ment and foresight on the part of his 
parents might easily have saved ever> 
tooth of his permanent set. The pro- 
vision for the second or permanent 
feel of teeth begins long before these 
te<4h begin to appear, even before the 
birth of the child. And while the tem- 
i>orar} teeth are breaking through, the 
gums and then passing thiongli the 
various stages of their development, 
the permanent te?th are also gradually 
lounding into form which they will 
hare throughout the entire life of the 
individual. Just here, therefore, lies 
the seriousness and importance of ex- 
ercising the proper care for the tem- 
porary teeth and of retaining the six- 
vear molars in good shape. If these 
are lost, as only too often is the case 
the loss can never be repaired, tor the 
permanent set can. never be complete 


There aie many other suggestions 


ihat might be made in this connection 
l.ut I must bring my discussion to a 
close. These few practical hints that 
I have mentioned will, I am sure, in- 
dicate the directions in which care 
should be exercised in the matter of 
children's teeth.

In looking over some papers, yellow 


with age, I came upon the followliig, 
written by my grandfather, who la 
his younger days was a newspaper 
correftpoiMleut of considerable celebri- 
ty: 


During the civil war I was sent to 


France as tonvxpoutleut 
fur 
the 


Washington 
. The duties of a Eu- 


ropean correspondent are very differ- 
ent fi-oui one in Amerka. There it Is 
the duty of the enterprising Journalist 
to secure an entree to the society of 
those who are making the history of 
their timed, from whom alone he can 
get the news. 


There was one man in France to 


whom the Emperor Napoleon HI. wa« 
more Indebted for bolstering him on 
his throne than any of his imperial 
majesty's official councilors. One even- 
Ing at a ball at tlie Toiletries this man. 
whom I shall call Count de V., ap- 
proached me and entered into a con- 
versation with me about my journal- 
istic work. 
I was rather surprised 


that he should take any interest in 
•rtich a matter, for no American cor- 
respondent was a part of the Euro- 
pean system, being usually employed 
to gather the news as it was publish- 
ed and transmit it 'o American news- 
papers. 


Among other things Count de V. 


asked me if I corresponded with aii> 
other than American papers. I re- 
plied that I had a commission to send 
news lo an English paper whenever I 
had anything special to send, where- 
upon l>e asked me to breakfast wilh 
him tbe next morning, promising that 
he would give me an Item. 


When I met the count the next 


morning at breakfast I was not only 
amazed at the item he gave me, but 
at his giving it. He told me that the 
emperor had been, striving "to secure 
another power to join him in interfer- 
ing to stop the war in America; that 
he had been working secretly and per- 
sistently upon the English govern- 
ment, the people of England being al- 
most wholly on the side of the south 
owing largely to tbelf dependence ~on 
getting cotton from that section. "The 
emperor," he added, "is about to suc- 
ceed, and within sixty days V com-' 
blued French and English fleet will be 
on the American Atlantic coast to 
break the blockade."' 


Patriotic American that I was, my 


blood chilled at this information; bjit, 
Immediately remembering that if the 
news were true a man so close to the 
emperr>r would be guilty^of, .betrjiyjiig.

publication of this news In any 


paper without documentary

that it is kept a secret till we are all j 
dead." 


"I ara quite sure, count," I replied, 


"that tf I can say that I am convinced 
the paper will act upon my assurance 
that I have been convinced." 


Count de V. arose, went to a cabinet, 


unlocked a drawer with a key he took 
from his vest pocket and brought out 
a package of papers, which lie laid be- 
fore me. I perused them with ever 
growirg wonder and long before I had 
finished was convinced not only of the 
truth of his statement, but that within 
sixty <lajs the independence of the 
Confederate states would be acknowl- 
edged by France and England. I kept 
rereading thc papers in order to gain 
time to think. I was perusing docu- 
ments of wh'ch President Lfucoln was 
ignorant and which constituted the 
death warrant of the Union cause.

He realizes 


thb and desires to concentrate the 
minds of the people on some foreign 
achievement for the benefit of France. 
He purpose* to <ake possession of thc 
government of Mexico, which lias been 
offered him by a few malcontents 
there. 
Before doing this ho desires 


to break the United States into two 
parts, gaining at the same time the 
good will of one. By bringing about 
this intervention he will establish thc 
Confederacy nml gain the eternal 
gratittide of tho southern people.

•track with wonder at your disinter- 
ested wisdom than I was at first At 
your seeming dtelranor. These men 
about the emperor are idiots. You are 
a statesman in the very highest de- 
gree/' 


Though I was burning to act in the 


matter, I left the count to spend twen- 
ty-four hours in thought upon it be- 
fore doing so. The fa£e of my coun- 
trymen was In my hands. By an er- 
ror I might turn the clock of human 
liberty buck half a centurv. 
By a 


well aimed stroke I might change tlie 
fate of tho American republic. I slept 
not a wink that ui«bt a ml ^hen the 
morning came had formed a now plan 
At 10 o'clock I AUIS again with the 
Count do V.
